b) 1 7.5 to 70% by weight release retarding 
hydroxypropvlmethylcellulose polymer which comprises Methocel 
E4M and Methocel K100LV ; 

c) 0 to 60 % by weight diluent; 

d) 0 to 20 % by weight compression aid; and 

e) 0.1 to 2.5% by weight lubricants; 
and an outer coat comprising 

f) 0.05 mm to 0.30 mm o f polym e r methacrvlic copolymer 
which is Eudraqit L30 D55 ; 

2) an outer coating covering said core, the thickness of said outer 
coating being adapted such that it is substantially impermeable to the 
entrance of an environmental fluid and substantially impermeable to the 
exit of lamotrigine or a pharmac o utica ll y acc e ptab lo dorivativ e th e r e of , and 
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wherein said outer coating dissolves when the surrounding pH exceeds 5; 
and 

3) said outer coating including one or more orifices extending from the 
outside of the coating substantially completely through said coating but not 
penetrating said core allowing the release of lamotrigine-ei^a 
pharmac e utical l y acc o ptabl o d o rivativ o thor o of from the core into 
enviromental fluid, said orifices having an area or combined area from 
about 10 to about 60 percent of the face area of said formulation, wherein 
the release of lamotrigine or a pharma cou t i cally acc e ptabl e d e rivativ e 
th o r o of occurs substantially through said orifice.

2) an outer coating covering said core, the thickness of said outer 
coating being adapted such that it is substantially impermeable to the 
entrance of an environmental fluid and substantially impermeable to the 
exit of lamotrigine or a pharmac e utica ll y acceptab le derivativ e th e r e of , and 
wherein said outer coating dissolves when the surrounding pH exceeds 5;

release formulation upon administration to a human produces AUC values 
within the range of 80 to 125% and a C max being of about 30% less than 
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an instant release tablet containing the same amount of lamotrigine-ef-a 
pharmac o utically acc e ptabl e der i vativ e th e r e of . 
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
